rtisticnl and inochfinical purposes. 
It is 


•ue that by tho enactment of a prohibitory 
t|uor law the revenue to tbo state from 
census for tho snlo of intoxicating liquors 
cut off, and tho cost of enforcing such a 
w is added to tho expenses of the state. 
. is also true that these will be more than 
Iset and ovfircomo by the great decrease in 
10 expense to the state and to tho several 
;owns for the care of and provision for those 
wbo suffer directly or indirectly from tho 
vice of intemperance, lo say nothing of tho 
immense depreciation in tho amount of 
poverty, misery, crime and suffering which 
insure to follow tho enactment and rigid 
enforcement of a prohibitory liquor law. 


Your committee therefore 
minniiirously 


recommend Iho passage of the accompany- 
ing act, and the adoption of the new draft 
herewith presented of Chapter 87 of tbo 
Public Statutes.

Ibis vicinity to be very irregular nnd influ- 
enced by tho winds, but hardly ever exceed- 
ing two knots petting northwest, nnd which 
1 imagine lo bo parallel with Wi-angell's 
Land, governed by tlio sainu law as on the 
American shore. 


In tho summer of IS78, when our vessels 


wore besot in ico off Sea Horse islauds, wo 
woro carried along by tho ice parallel with 
tho land, which is nbout northeast, to Point 
Barrow, and passing which wo followed tho 
land southeast. The ico lo tho westward, 
around Herald Island, is of n moro level 
surface and better adapted for sledge jour- 
neys than on the American shore. There 
nro no sharp, angular hummocks lo bo mot 
with showing conclusively that tho current 
is not so swift on tho west ns on Iho oast 
shore. 
The ico mostly encountered in field 


ice. 
This is continually undergoing changes 


in consequence of Ihe action of the. currents. 
During my experience, I never came in

The summer of 187!l was nlso a vor^ mild 


one in tho Arctic ocean, and tbo southwest 
winds, which weio pretty steady, cleared 
the east shore of Wrangell's Lnud. These 
winds, which would hopelessly

sailing vessel, would bo favorable to the 
steamer Jeannetto. I venture to assert that 
if any of the thirty-two vessels lost in 1S71 
oil Point Belcher had boon steam vessels, 
they would hivo come out nil right; and 
furthermore, that if tho thirteen vessels 
lost in Io77 bud been steam vessels, every 
one of them would have been saved.

A', a mcf tin;; of tho Philosophical Society 


Monday night at Iho Palmer House, Prof. W. 
S. Hniuos, of Hush Medical'College, read a 
deeply interesting paper on that much- 
tnlked-of oubjoct, "Glucose." Ho said that 
tho apparently populnr idea that thin article 
wns deleterious nnd oven poisonous was a 
pure fallacy, just an it wns a fallacy to beliovo 
that hard water was more nutritious than 
soft, or Hint beef ten, as ordinarily made 
was siroiii>llioning to the body. 
Glucose 


wn» umclo principally from corn, or, rather 
from tho starch to bo found in corn. It wns 
made by extracting tho starch and then sub- 
mitting that starch to tho action of snl. 
phurio acid. 
After (ho chemical action hnd 


taken place, tho starch being converted inlo 
glucose, tho acid was neutralized by adding 
chalk or marble dust lo tho general com- 
jiound, which wonld then be composed of 
jlocuso nud nnlplmta of lime, tho latter a 
liamiless article. 
Rut, harmless though tho 


sulphate of lime was, Iho glucose would not 
mix with it, bi-.t remained at tho top 
and 


could b,> driiwn off. 


As to tho glucuso itself, it wns composed 


of hydrogen, oxygen, nnd 
carbon,—just 


what cnuo sugar wns composed of, —though 
n slightly different quantities. 
Tho 
differ, 


mce between cane sugar and ghicnso, so far 
is tho body aro concerned, was this :—Glu- 
iose, when eaten, went directly into circu- 
ation throughout the body, giving it flesh 
nd strength, but cauo sugar, when enten, 
nd first to bo converted into glncoso before

The conclusion wns, then, 
Ihnt glucofo wns very valuable ns n nutri- 
tious nrticlo of food, nnd tho time would 
come, or should come, when it would bo 
used for oidinary purposes instead of sugnr. 
It wonld cost ouly three or four, or perhaps 
two. cents n pound, nnd wns fully hnlf ns 
swict us pure cane sugiir.

well known whaling grounds, which on tho 
Asiatic shore are northenst of Herald Island, 
twenty.live or thirty miles from that, pouth 
and oa-it. 
We very often, in the months of 


.September nud October, get north of the 
whales, and have to take a southerly course, 
so that it was almost impossible for us to toll 
how fur we could got into the northwest of 
Herald Islnnd. 
In IS71I, in coming out, we 


met a iiirgo liody of ice which bad been 
swept out of ihe Urge rivers aud off tho 
land by the southwest winds. The two 
missing whnlers, 
.Mount 
Wollnslon nnd 


Vigilant, I am afraid will never be heard 
from, as I believe they encountered the 
young ico then forming and not being able 
to get near enough to make the land, and 
baying no winter ecpiiprnonts, the men 
perished before the spring of I860. 
In 


navigating these regions we do not fear so 
much the weather in staying late, as the 
fact that wo have so little daylight at this 
season of the year, and that Iho ice from 
the (loop bays anti large rivers is sure to 
hnrnssusand impede our progress south. 
There is so littlo space to avoid the ico in 
Eoliring's strait, that it is extremely hny.nrd- 
ous for a vessel to remain ns late as tho 20th 
of October. 


Iu conclusion, I would say that I have no 


fears whatever for tho safety of tho Jean- 
neito. I believe the vessel will bo found in 
tho vicinity of or at the northon part of 
Wrnngoll's Land, the point to which sh o 
was directing her course when I last saw her 
in 1870. That no tidings have boon heard 
from tho expedition since tho disappearance 
of tho vessel in Iho ico is no cnuso for alarm 
and is clear enough to my mind from the fact 
that whr.lorfl do not usually surmount tho 
difficulties 
encountered in reaching this 


extiomo latitude. It is well, bowovor, that 
Iho government should fit out a vessel to 
relieve tho Joannolto, for nsido from nny 
assistance which tho'expodition may need, 
it would bo an additional cnuso of rejoicing 
for this country lo bo Iho pioncor in reach- 
ing aiu3 ascertaining all that is possible to 
know of those unknown lands.—[Charles 
Hamill in Providence Jonrnnl.
